I had a Deed of Gift granted me by Mr. Oli- 
ver Hampſon and Elizabeth his Wife, the only ſurviving Daughter and Heir of 
Francis Watſon, for 480 Acres of Land in St. Zlizabeth's Pariſh in Famaica, 
which Land was granted by Pattent to the aforeſaid ZYancis Watſon; Bounding 
North Zaſterly on the Land of Lieutenant Zenry Marſey, South Zaſterly'on the 
Lands of Mr. Marcus Brandt, Mr. Fohn Teeles and Major General Fames Baniſter. 
which Decd of Gift was Recorded the ſame Day, viz. the 19th of February 1685. 
in the Secretary's Office at Aumaica, by Henry Egleton Secretary of that Iſland. 

It appears by a Decd of Sale, Dated the 1 3th of February 1695. that I bought

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Anno 1697. the Miniſter of the Zngliſh Church at the Hague, who was 
my intimate Acquaintance, and who was imploy'd by the States General, 
to inquire into the matter of Fact, upon my Complaint of the Dama- 
ges done me by the Governour and Council of Surinam; told me, that 
if I did not take the 60000 Guilders, which the Society of Surinam ,
